The Eagle takes notice that a number of 'prominent 
men 
and some newspapers freely admit that Texas needs a new con­ 
stitution as advocated in the state democratic P atfor^ b^ 
express the fear that able and unselfish men will not join in 
writing a new fundamental document to be submitted to the 
people. 
Every thinking citizen of Texas acknowledges the su­ 
preme need of a new constitution not to change the great princi­ 
ples on which certain reservations should be made in the offi­ 
cial call, but a few are fearful ot the result.

With these men we 
have little patience and their fears, warnings and advice should 
! be backed up by a willingness to do their whole duty to their 
government. All of us need a new vision of duty and sacrifice. 
Let Texans, rich and poor, great and small, join in constructing 
a new constitution for all the people of all Texas— the greatest 
state in the American Union without quibbling over a few pal­ 
try dollars or a few doubts and fear*.
